Washington—President Harding is 


not averse to the enactment of a con- 
stitutional amendment limiting the 
chief executive of the United States 
to a single term of six years. 


Although representative Wood of 


Indiana, Republican, who has just in- 
troduced in congress such a proposal 
for an amendment to the constitution, 
was said at the White House to 
have refrained from discussing the 
suggestion with the president, it is a 
fact that Mr. Harding recently has 
expressed in informal discussion a 
deep interest in the question of what 
should be the presidential tenure. 


Mr. Harding is not particularly con- 


cerned whether the limitation affects 
his own tenure or not. 
He is said to 


have remarked on one occasion that 
it would be a source of much satisfac- 
tion to him if the question of re-elec- 
tion were disposed of definitely dur- 
ing his term of office. 
It 
is also 


true that some of Mr. Harding's ad 
visors have differed with him on the 
merits of a single presidential term 
and have urged that the present un 
written custom of the American peo- 
ple is, after all, the most satisfactory 
way of dealing with presidential suc- 
cession.HARDING UNAFFECTED 


So far as Mr. Harding is concerned, 


even if a constitutional 
amendment 


were passed by two-thirds of both 
louses of congress and ratified by 
three-fom-ths of the states before the 
election of 1924 it could-not affect the 
length of his present -term." There 
would be no bar either against Mr. 
Harding's reelection for a term of six 
years beginning in March, 1925, but 
those who know Mr. Harding best 
say that if a. federal amendment pro- 
viding for a single six year term 
were to be added to the constitution 
he would consider himself bound by it 
and would decline to be a candidate 
for renomination. 
There are diverse views in the ad 


ministration circle as to the 
single 


term. 
Attorney General Daugherty 


is said to be one of those who thinks 
the present system is all right. Others 
however, believe that the desire for 
reelection gets into the minds of Am 
erican presidents 
and 
frequently 


makes them less positive in their de 
cisions during their first term. Some 
argue, too, that a president wlfo takes 
a firm attitude frequently is threat 
ened with political reprisals if no ib 
a candidate for reelection whereas i 
there were a single term would be in 
dined to act more independently and 
fearlessly. 


NO POPULAR DEMAND 


Few federal amendments are adop 


ted unless there is behind them active 
organizations.

Burlington, Kas. —• (Via Radio) — 


One girl is known dead, four persons 
are missing and property damage will 
probably total $2,000.000 as a result of 
a cloudburst that flooded Burlington 
Friday. "Water was still standing sev- 
eral feet deep in streets and heavy 
rain was falling. Rivers and creeks 
around Burlington were rising rapid- 
ly to flood stage. 
Brunt of tho damage was bom by 


three blocks in the business section 
where stocks of merchandise were de- 
stroyed, walls caved in and buildings 
otherwise damaged. All wire commu- 
nication with Burlington was cut off 
Friday. 
Rain that literally fell in sheets and 


totaled more than 10 inches by early 
Friday inundated practically all the 
business section. 


The wall of water came into the 


town from Rock creek, socalled "dry 
stream." It swept away twenty-five 
or more dwellings and carried wreck- 
age, automobiles and livestock on its 
crest as it smashed into the main part 
of town. 
A score of business houses were in- 


undated. Merchandise^ stocks 
were 


washed out into the street, fell into 
basements and the walls of several 
buildings caved in. 


The light plant was put out of com- 


mission with the first rush of water 
and drenched survivors huddled in 
buildings all night.

—that is, plunging in speculation—gets 
them all. It's only a matter of time. It' 
gets you faster if you are an outsider, a 
financial moth. 


A good many people watch the stock 


market as a "barometer of general condi- 
tions."' Many believe that the stock mar- 
ket is a sort of supernatural ouija board 
with clairvoyant powers that foresee the 
future accurately.

OONT AGGRAVATE GERMS 


A few who believe all they read still speak of "the 


perm theory" in a facetious way as tho to impH 
that tho causation of disease -by germs were still 
debatable. One generally finds these persons dab- 
bling with some kind of plausible treatment for 
something or other, the appeal of the treatment 
being based upon pseudo scientific flapdoodle which 
serves to conceal the absurdity of tho thing. Thus 
many tons of pleasantly scented mud are sold to the 
public annually on the strength of a bit of near sci- 
entific "osmosis," which from its mystery makes 
impression on the mind of the poorly educated 
physician and the prescribing nurse. 
Be it a boil or a carbuncle or an infected wound 


or any threatened "gathering" the most grateful 
assistance one can render tne germs consists of the 
application of a nice warm flaxseed meal poultice 
or any other meal poultice. If the aim is to en- 
courage rapid multiplication of the germs respon- 
sible for the trouble, and aid their spread to near- 
by fresh fields where they can start new boils, car- 
buncles or festers, then the thing to do is apply a 
big warm moist poultice of flaxseed meal, bread 
crumbs, corn meal or whatever other feed you have 
in the house. The germs will rise up and call you 
blessed. 
If the aim is to relieve pain or discomfort from 


boil, carbuncle, infected wound or threatened gath- 
ering, apply a large hot moist dressing which is at 
least aseptic (free from germs) or not a favorable 
culture medium for the growth and multiplication 
of germs or even has antiseptic (opposing the mul- 
tiplication of germs) properties. This consists of 
many layers or folds of gauze or cheese cloth which 
has been sterilized by boiling, steam or heat, in a 
bulky mass upon, the infected area, kept moist with 
water or some solution applied as hot as endurable. 
Such a dressing? serves every good purpose that 
can be served by anything in the poultice line, yet 
does not lend any encouragement to the activities 
of the germs responsible for all the trouble. 


One good solution with which to keep such a 


dressing moistened is a solution of a heaping table- 
spoonful of common salt in each pint of boiled wa- 
ter. Perhaps still better as favoring drainage from 
the wound or boil or whatnot and at the same 
time aiding the natural gennicidal activities of -the 
blood itself, is a solution of a heaping tablespoonful 
,of sodium citrate with a. heaping tablespoonfal of 
common salt in each pint of hot boiled water. 'When 
there is already, or likely soon will be a discharge 
from the wound, the solution may be given suffici- 
ent antiseptic property to disinfect the dressings 
by adding a heaping tablespoonful of boric acid 
along with one or both of the other harmless rem- 
edies named. 
Some such dressing, always bulky and not sC'trial 


size affair, may well be applied at the first indica- 
tion of any infection resembling boil, carbuncle cr 
poisoned wound. This wet dressing constitutes a 
sanitary poultice, and is the best kind of surgical 
first aid for the conditions mentioned.

"Those figures prove 
people are 


careless about their eyes. For tests 
in factories,

show that at least 66 per cent need 
glasses.

Italy and Japan all 
went in for ship subsidies Great Bri- 
tain steadily went ahead on the as- 
sumption that the British mercantile 
marine must be summed up under 
these three heads: 
ONE—Reservation

trade, exemption from import duties, 
loans to shipbuilding companies. 


TWO—Postal, admiralty 
and 
co- 


lonial subventions. 


THREE—Outlay of cash, given as 


an actual subsidy. This is very rare. 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand 


have restricted their coasting trade 
to ships flying the British flag. These 
and other colonies of the empire grant 
preferential import duties to British 
Broods. 
The only modem instance 
of 
a 


government loan to a British ship- 
building company was to the Cunard 
line in 1903 to offset heavy German 
competition. 
The government 
advanced wore 
than $10,000,000 to the Cunard line 
to build the Lusitania and Mauretania. 
Interest rate was two and three- 
fourths per cent a year and the money 
was to be returned after 20 years. 
Under the loan contract, master, of- 


ficers and engineers of all watches ana 
three-fourths of the crews own all 
Cunard vessels had to be British sub- 
jects. 
And all certificated officers on the 


Lusitania and Mauretania, 
Cunaru 
liners, had to be members of the Roy- 
al Naval Keserve. 


Subventions given by the govern- 


ment's navy department are mainly 
for the purpose ' of compensating 
steamship companies for the addition- 
al cost of maintaining fast 
steam- 


ships, capable of being used in war 
as auxiliaries or troop transports. 


The principal form of government 


aid to shipping companies is 
the 


mail subsidy. 
The Cunard company, for instance, 


gets more than $300,000 annually for 
running weekly mail boats between 
Liverpool and New York. 


A postal subsidy of $1,500,000 is 


paid annually to the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation1 company 
•for carrying mails to and from Malta, 
Egypt and India. 
In the case of the great trans-At- 


lantic companies, the mail contract 
forms a small part of the total in- 
come. 
But with lines plying between Eng- 
land and the West Indies, Africa and 
the Orient, It plays a far more im- 
portant part in the revenues—it acts 
as a guarantee or assured incom6.

Business depression has in no way 


reduced the safety measures in effect 
at the Niagara and Kimberly plants of 
the Kimberly-Clark paper company, if 
an examination of their accident rec- 
ords is accepted as proof. 


During 1921, the Niagara plant with 


a working force of 700 men experi- 
enced only 11 minor accidents causing 
330 days loss of time. 
This was in 


spite of the fact that 120,000 cords of 
wood were handled. For one 69 day 
period during the year no accident of 
any kind occurred. 


Desiring to emulate or even improve 


on the record of the Niagara plant, the 
mill at Kimberly made a special at- 
tempt 
to prevent 
accidents of any 


kind. They were so successful in this 
that for a period'of about 75 days or 
from October 12 to Jan. 1, not one ac- 
cident was recorded. 
To show what these safety records 


mean they may be compared with pre- 
vious records. In 1915 in the Niagara 
mill there were 123 accidents causing 
1,757 days loss o£ time. In the wood- 
yard alone that year there were 37 
accidents causing 487 days loss of 
time. In 1921 this same department 
came through the enUre 12 months 
without one day's loss of time from 
accidents. The same number of men 
was employed as in 191S. 


MARKED CONTRAST 


At Kimberly the contrast in acci- 


dent records is more marked. In 1916, 
from Oct. 12 to Jaji. 1. "46 accidents 
occurred resulting in 11,123 days loss 
of time in comparison to a perfect 
record for the same period in 1921. 


Several reasons are given for the 
great decrease in accidents. One of 
these ia that the company carries its 
own insurance and is therefore all the 
more careful in regard to installation 
and use of safety appliances. 


Another reason 
is that all safety 


records are posted weekly in every de- 
partment and a copy 
placed in the 


hands of every foreman. This has en- 
couraged a feeling of rivalry among 
the various departments in regard to 
making safety records.

The reason is that Japanese prices 


are so high, and the reason Japanese 
prices arc so high is that cheap labor 
hero has almost ceased to exist. 


In some lines, such as silk, artificial 


stimulation or maintainancc of prices 
by government pools, or by pools 
backed by great financial groups has 
been practised. However, 
business 


men arc wondering, with considerable 
alarm, whether this policy is wise, 
how much longer it can last and what 
will happen when it ceases. 


They face the fact that they are 


losing trade while the 
inflation 
is 


maintained, but that they will lose 
murh money with deflation. 


The wave of lower prices that haa 


set in throughout the rest 
of the 


world has not touched Japan. Living 
costs are higher here than 
in any 


part of the. world today. Laborers re- 
fuse to return to prr>-war scales and 
are securing still further increases in 
pay. 
Holders of merchandise bought 


nt boom ipricea refuse, to "stand th«« 
loss" of readjustment and 
hold 
out 


for a profit on the high prices they 
paid. 
The manufacturer, with 
un- 


diminiBhed and often increased labor 
costs cannot reduce, and frequently 
must increase tho prices he asks. 


The result i3 that Japan is lowing 


world markets she gained when, as a 
result of low labor cost, she could 
undersell all competitors. 


Formerly Japanese industry could 


employ half a dozen coolies*, where an 
American factory • would 
ha.v* oti« 


workman, and the wages of th« six 
would not equal that of the one Amer- 
ican. Other factors being equal, Ja- 
pan could and did undersell. 


But now .Tapanene witgcs are in- 


creased: from three to ten lime* th« 
settle of a few years agw and many 
times that of a decade ajfo.
